COLLAPSE OF GERMAN DEFENSE BELIEVED NEAR

Germany , deserted by her allies, is apparently facing 
a great military disaster on the western front. The smash­ 
ing blows dealt the enemy on this front hav e brou ght the 
Germans to the point where it is believ ed that the collapse 
of the enemy defensiv e sy stem is close at hand. 


In the Italian theater hostilities were brou ght to an 
end at 3 P. M. today (9 A. M. today in eastern United 
States), bu t u p to that hou r the Italians and the allies con- 
^ timml their pressu re on the entire Au strian front. 


HAIG OPENS NEW OFFENSIVE!— 
On the northern end of the front in France Field 
Marshal Haig this morning lau nched a new offensiv e 
sou th of the Scheldt in the region of Valenciennes. 
The 
operations began su ccessfu lly on a wide front in this im­ 
portant sector and place the German positions in great 
peril. 


The French are maintaining the pressu re on their 
front, bu t the fighting is less sev ere than on Su nday and 
last week. The German artillery is activ e on the Aisne 
front, probably as a protection for the enemy retirement, 
which is inev itable in v iew of the su ccesses in the north 
and east.

Du ring the month of October, in the incessant fight­ 
ing in which the French first army on the Oise front took 
part, the French took 10,38 7 prisoners, or which 204 were 
officers, captu red 113 cannon, besides 1,500 machine gu ns 
and considerable war material, the Paris war office states. 


General Pershing’s army is pressing forward east of 
the Meu se and the Germans appear not y et to be prepared 
to make a stand.
